ADMISSION  OF  PATIENTS. 

The  number  of  patients  admitted  in  1928  was  308  ;  this 
once  more  constitutes  a  record,  being  57  more  than  in  1927. 
Men  117,  women  153,  children  38.  There  were  50  private 
patients,  and  40  midwifery  cases — 15  more  than  in  the  pre¬ 
vious  year.

Major  62,  minor  159,  including  17  cases  of  Tonsils  and 
Adenoids  for  the  Wilts  County  Council  ;  total  221. 

CASES  TREATED. 

Of  the  cases  treated  287  were  cured,  14  relieved,  14  con¬ 
dition  unchanged,  and  9  were  transferred  elsewhere.  There 
were  17  deaths,  and  17  remained  in  Hospital. 

The  number  of  days  maintenance  of  Patients  in  the  Pri¬ 
vate  Wards  was  625,  and  in  the  General  Wards  6414,  a  total 
of  7039.  The  average  number  of  days  duration  of  each  case 
was  22*85.  The  average  number  of  beds  occupied  daily  was 
19*23.  The  average  cost  of  each  patient  per  week  was  £2  4s 

OUT-PATIENTS. 

Out-Patients  receiving  treatment  numbered  283,  who 
made  2245  attendances.  Massage  cases  29,  attendances  488. 
Total  number  of  Out-Patients  312,  attendances  2733.

RETIREMENT  OF  Mr.  R*  C,  WARNER.,  j.p. 

Mr.  R.  C.  Warner  having  intimated  that  he  would  be 
unable,  owing  to  ill-health,  to  stand  for  election  to  the  Com¬ 
mittee  in  January,  1929,  the  Committee  take  this  opportu¬ 
nity  of  recording  their  deep  appreciation  of  his  services  to 
the  Hospital  throughout  a  period  of  31  years. 

Mr.  Warner  was  elected  a  member  of  the  Committee 
by  the  Subcribers  and  Donors  in  1893  ;  for  five  years  he 
was  vice-president  of  the  Hospital,  and  for  16  years  vice- 
chairman  ;  he  has  also  been  the  Hospital  Collector  for 
Oaksey  for  many  years.  His  sound  judgment  and  wise 
counsel  made  him  an  exceedingly  valuable  member  of  the 
Hospital  Committee,  who,  whilstd  eeply  regretting  the  loss 
of  his  assistance  on  the  Board  of  Management,  have  his  as¬ 
surance  that  the  Hospital  will  continue  to  be  an  object  very 
near  his  heart, 

REPAIRS  AND  IMPROVEMENTS. 

A  considerable  number  of  repairs  to  the  roof,  chimneys 
and  drains  have  been  found  necessary  to  be  carried^out  du¬ 
ring  the  past  year. 

Owing  to  the  large  increase  in  numbers  the  laundry 
work  has  been  exceptionally  heavy,  and  the  Committee  find 
that  the  present  laundry  premises  afford  insufficient  ac« 
commodation  and  convenience  for  the  work  ;  they  therefore 
propose  to  convert  part  of  the  stabling  into  a  laundry,  and 
tenders  will  be  submitted  at  the  Annual  Meeting. 
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HUTT  BED. 

In  accordance  with  the  terms  of  the  Scheme  approved 
by  the  Charity  Commissioners  fof  the  administration  of  the 
income  of  the  “  Hutt  Charity,”  one  patient  is  maintained 
throughout  the  year  in  the  Hospital  free  of  charge,  The 
most  necessitous  case  is  selected  by  the  House  Committee. 
Many  grateful  letters  have  been  received  for  the  benefit 
thus  conferred, 

BUILDING  FUND, 

The  debt  on  the  purchase  and  establishment  of  the 
Manor  House  premises  as  the  Cottage  Hospital,  which  in 
January,  1928  stood  at  ^731  18s.  Id.,"  has  been  entirely 
wiped  out  by  the  proceeds  of  a  Bazaar  held,  by  kind  permis¬ 
sion  of  the  Countess  of  Suffolk  at  Charlton  Park,  on  the  19th 
of  April,  and  the  ’  receipt  of  several  donations  amounting  to 
£70  10s.  Od.  The  grateful  thanks  of  the  Committee  is  ac¬ 
corded  to  Lady  Suffolk  for  her  very  generous  efforts  on  this 
occasion,  also  to  the  Stall  Holders,  to  those  who  conducted 
the  Side  Shows,  and  to  Miss  Maud  Wilson  who  organised 
a  collection  by  means  of  the  circulation  of  cards  made  to 
contain  5s,  each,  which  resulted  in  the  sum  of  £100.

She  is  ably  assisted 
by  Sister’  Killen,  Sister  O’Leary,  and  her  Nursing  and  Domestic 
Staff,  and  to  these,  and  to  Nurse  Hiscocks,  who  has  had  a  very 
busy  year,  and  ever  increases  her  circle  of  grateful  patients,  the 
Committee  tender  their  sincere  thanks. 

It  is  the  earnest  endeavour  of  the  Hospital  Committee  year 
by  year  to  balance  their  budget,  and  a  slight  increase  in  the 
Subscriptions  of  all  who  are  able  to  give  a  little  more,  would 
probably  achieve  this  end.  The  Voluntary  Service  so  gladly 
given  by  the  Medical  Staff  and  the  Hospital  Committee  is  un¬ 
ceasing  throughout  the  year,  and  their  work  would  be  lightened, 
and  their  financial  anxieties  lessened,  if  all  those  who  enjoy  good 
health,  would  give  to  the  Hospital  a  thankoffering  for  such  an 
inestimable  benefit. 


RULES  FOR  COTTAGE  HOSPITAL 

1 — The  Hospital  is  designed  for  the  accommodation,  in 
cases  of  severe  illness  or  accident,  of  the  poor  of  the  Borough  of 
Malmesbury  and  the  Parishes  comprising  the  Rural  Sanitary 
District  only,  but,  in  very  exceptional  cases,  patients  living  at 
Upper  and  Lower  Stanton,  Seagry  and  Shipton  Moyne  may  be 
admitted  to  the  Hospital,  when  a  member  of  the  Hon.  Medical 
Staff  is  desirous  of  following  up  his  case,  at  a  MINIMUM  charge 
ofr15 /-  per  week. 

>  2 — Patients  afflicted  with  unsound  mind,  epilepsy,  enteric, 
infectious  and  contagious  or  incurable  disease  shall  NOT  be 

admitted  into  the  Hospital.

3 — Patients  will  be  received  into  the  General  Wards  of  the 
Hospital  on  payment  of  a  weekly  sum,  to  be  fixed  by  the  House 
Committee.  The  MINIMUM  payment  shall  be  :  10/6  per  week 
in  the  case  of  an  uninsured  person,  and  12/6  per  week  in  the 
case  of  an  insured  person. 

The  MAXIMUM  payment  in  a  General  Ward  shall  not  exceed 
the  economic  weekly  average  of  the  previous  year.  Payments 
must  be  made  weekly,  and  in  default,  the  patient  shall,  if  the 
House  Committee  think  fit  and  after  seven  days  notice  to  the 
patient,  be  removed  to  the  Infirmary  of  the  Local  Poor  Law 
Institution.  Patients  in  the  General  Wards^will  not  be  charged 
for  Medical  or  Surgical  atte  ndance  by  any  member  of  the  Honorary 
Medical  Staff,  with  the  exception  of  those  remaining  in  Hospital 
less  than  forty-eight  hours  for  which  a  fee  may  be  charged.  A 
Casualty  case  brought  into  a  General  Ward  in  an  emergency 
shall  not  be  entitled  to  the  benefit  of  free  Medical  and  Surgical 
attention  under  the  foregoing  provisions.  Jj 

4- Previous  to  the  admission  of  any  patient,  the  necessary  form 
MUST  in  all  cases  be  submitted  to  the  Matron,  who  will  inform 
the  Medical  Officer  in  charge  of  the  case  whether  there  is  a 
vacant  bed,  and  when  the  patient  can  be  received.  In  the  event 
of  accident  or  emergency,  the  patient  will  be  at  once  admitted 
into  the  Hospital,  but  a  Letter  of  Recommendation,  with  a 
Guaranttee  of  payment,  must  be  obtained  afterwards. 

5- No  patient  shall  be  allowed  to  remain  in  the  Hospital  more 
than  four  weeks  without  a  fresh  Letter  of  Recommendation  or  a 
Special  Order  of  the  House  Committee. 

6 —  Each  patient  must  have  a  change  of  linen,  and  where 
practicable,  make  provision  for  washing  the  same. 

7 —  Every  requisite  shall  be  provided  in  the  Hospital,  and 
patients  may  not  receive  food  or  drink  from  any  other  source 
without  the  sanction  of  the  Matron. 

8 —  The  domestic  arrangements  shall  be  under  the  manage¬ 
ment  and  supervision  of  the  House  Committee. 
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9.— No  Medical  Practitioner  shall  be  admitted  to  the  Hospital 
or  Maternity  Home,  in  a  professional  capacity,  except  by  per¬ 
mission  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  of  Management,  or 
(in  his  absence)  of  the  Honorary  Secretary,  unless  he  shall  have 
been  appointed  to  the  Honorary  Medical  Staff,  or  he  acts  only  as 
anaesthetist. 

10 —  A  locum  tenens  appointed  by  a  member  of  the  Honorary 
Medical  Staff  may  be  professionally  admitted  to  the  Hospital 
and  Maternity  Home,  provided  the  previous  approval  of  the 
Chairman’of  the  Management  Committee  and  the  Hon.  Secretary 
be  obtained,  pending  confirmation  of  such  approval  at  the  next 
meeting  of  the  Committee  of  Management. 

11 —  Except  in  a  case  of  grave  emergency,  no  operation 

involving  a  general  anaesthetic  shall  be  performed  without  the 

attendance  of  a  second  Medical  Practitioner  to  administer  the 

anaesthetic. 

% 

12 —  There  are  Four  Private  Wards  in  the  Hospital  to  which 
patients  may  be  admitted.  A  Patient  admitted  to  a  Private 
Ward  will  be  charged  five  guineas  per  week  and  must  sign  the 
guarantee  form  hereto  annexed,  before  admission.  In  no  case 
can  a  patient  be  transferred  from  a  Private  to  a  General  Ward 
without  the  approval  of  the  House  Committee.  The  charge  for 
a  Private  Ward  does  not  include  medical  or  surgical  attendance 
or  the  service  of  a  special  nurse,  if  one  should  be  required.  In 
very  exceptional  cases,  the  charge  for  a  Private  Ward  may  be 
increased  or  decreased  at  the  discretion  of  the  House  Committee. 
Any  patient  applying  for  a  reduction  in  such  charge,  must 
submit  in  detail  the  grounds  for  his  or  her  application  in  writing 
to  the  Hon.  Secretary. 

13 —  The  Operation  Theatre,  when  available,  may  be 
engaged  for  casual  denial  operations  to  out-patients,  in  conjunc¬ 
tion  with  the  Hon.  Medical  Staff,  upon  payment  of  5/-  by  the 
person  making  the  engagement. 
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14 —  The  fees  for  the  use  of  the  X-Ray  Apparatus  are  fixed 
by  the  Hon.  Medical  Staff,  and  are  divided  equally  between  the 
Hon.  Medical  Staff  and  the  Hospital. 

15 —  For  cases  other  than  in-patients,  the  Mortuary  may  be 
engaged  for  a  fee  of  1 0/-  when  there  is  no  post  mortem,  and  for 
a  fee  of  21/-  when  a  post  mortem  is  made.  The  charge  for  the 
use  of  the  Board  Room  is  2/6  per  clay.  The  Undertaker  con¬ 
cerned  shall  be  responsible  for  fees  for  the  use  of  the  Mortuary. 

16 —  Except  in  cases  of  grave  emergency  and  in  order  as  far 
as  possible,  to  give  the  Staff  a  day  of  rest  during  each  week,  no 
operation  shall  take  place  in  the  Hospital  on  Sunday,  and  no 
case  shall  be  admitted  on  that  day. 

17 —  Visitors  may  be  admitted  from  2  p.m,  to  4  p.m.  on 
Wednesdays  and  Sundays.  In  serious  cases,  relatives  may  be 
admitted  at  any  time,  by  consent  of  the  Matron.  No  patient 
shall  receive  more  than  three  visitors  at  a  time. 

18—  Subscribers  shall  be  entitled  to  recommend  one  case 
annually  for  admission  for  every  guinea  they  subscribe,  and  all 
Clergymen  and  other  Ministers  who  have  a  collection  in  Church 
or  Chapel  shall  enjoy  the  privileges  of  subscribers  for  the 
current  year. 

19—  As  the  funds  for  the  support  of  the  Hospital  must  be 
raised  by  voluntary  contributions,  a  statement  of  income  and 
expenditure  will  be  printed  once  a  year,  and  sent  to  Subscribers. 

LASTLY — No  attention  will  be  given  to  any  complaint, 
unless  it  be  made  in  writing  to  the  Hon.  Secretary. 


RULES  FOR  MATERNITY  HOME 

1 —  This  Home  is  for  the  accommodation  of  maternity 
cases  in  the  Borough  of  Malmesbury  and  the  Rural  District. 
Cases  from  outside  this  district  can  be  admitted  at  a  higher  fee, 
excepting  those  sent  by  the  County  Council. 

2—  Patients  in  the  General  wards  may  choose  and  be 
attended  by  any  Doctor  on  the  Medical  Staff  of  the  Hospital, 
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in  which  case  they  will  be  required  to  pay  his  fee,  otherwise 
they  will  be  attended  by  the  midwife. 

3 —  There  are  four  beds  in  the  general  ward,  to  which 
patients  can  be  admitted  at  a  minimum  fee  of  £1  10s  per  week. 

There  is  one  private  ward  to  which  a  patient  may  be 
admitted  on  payment  of  five  guineas  per  week,  but  all  fees,  both 
for  the  general  or  private  wards,  are  subject  to  revision  by  the 
House  Commitiee. 

4—  Each  patient  must  provide  herself  with  sufficient  linen 
for  herself  and  infant.  She  must  also  arrange  for  her  laundry. 

5 —  A  Subscriber’s  letter  is  necessary  for  each  patient 
admitted  to  the  general  ward,  unless  she  be  a  County  Council 
patient. 

6—  Every  requisite  shall  be  provided  in  the  Home,  and 
patients  may  not  receive  food  or  drink  from  any  other  source 
without  the  sanction  of  the  Matron. 

7  —Patients’  friends  may  visit  them  any  afternoon 
between  2-30  and  3-30  p.m.,  subject  to  the  Matron’s 
permission. 

8— Un married  mothers  may  be  admitted  to  a  separate 
ward  for  their  first  confinement,  provided  there  is  room. 

9—  All  patients  wishing  to  be  admitted  to  the  Maternity 
Home  must  interview  the  Matron. 


RULES  FOR  THE  DISTRICT  NURSE 

1 —  The  Nurse  shall  reside  in  a  house  provided  by  the 
Hospital  Committee.  She  shall  be  under  the  control  of  the 
Matron,  and  all  applications  for  her  services  must  be  made  to 
the  Matron,  except  in  cases  of  emergency. 

2 —  The  Nurse  shall  work  under  the  Medical  Men  of  the 
j.own,  and  shall  not  attend  cases  except  under  their  orders  or 
supervision,  with  the  exception  of  cases  of  midwifery,  School 
Nursing  and  Health  Visiting  subject  to  her  contract  with  the 
County  Council. 

3 —  There  will  be  no  charge  to  those  receiving  parochial 
relief  or  old-age  pension.  To  the  poor  of  the  district  a  charge 
of  6d.  per  visit  is  made.  In  all  cases  the  payments  must  be 
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made  to  the  Nurse  as  she  leaves  the  house,  who  will  account 
for  it  in  her  record  book  to  the  Matron. 

4 —  The  limit  to  the  Nurse’s  engagement  to  a  patient  to  be 
decided  by  the  Matron  and  medical  man  in  attendance. 

5 —  The  Nurse  shall  not  attend  any  infectious  or  contagious 
diseases. 

6 —  In  cases  of  emergency,  the  Nurse  (if  disengaged)  may 
be  summoned  to  attend  a  case  by  the  medical  man  in  charge,  at 
a  higher  payment,  viz.:  1/0  per  visit  to  tradesmen  in  the  town* 
and  2/6  per  visit  to  families  residing  in  the  town  and  neighbour¬ 
hood  who  occasionally  require  the  Nurse’s  services. 

7—  That  the  Nurse  keep  a  book  and  record  her  visits  and 
attendances,  with  payments,  &c.,  which  shall  be  submitted  to 
the  House  Committee  for  their  inspection  when  required. 

3 — When  the  Nurse’s  engagement  is  out  of  the  Borough  of 
Malmesbury,  she  shall  be  conveyed  to  and  brought  back  from 
the  patient’s  house  at  the  patient’s  expense. 

9 — The  Nurse  shall  not  interfere  with  the  religious 
opinions  of  anyone  under  her  care. 


Extra  Rules  for  Maternity  Cases. 

(a)  Subject  to  the  rules  of  the  Central  Midwives’  Board 
and  the  local  supervising  Authority  the  Nurse  shall  be  available 
to  attend  confinements  in  cases  for  the  poor  sanctioned  by  the 
House  Committee,  or  when  not  otherwise  engaged,  she  may,  as 
a  Maternity  Nurse,  assist  the  Medical  Men  of  the  town  under 
their  direction. 

(b)  All  names  to  be  given  to  the  Matron  three  months 
before  the  confinement  is  expected.  Payments  to  be  decided 
by  the  House  Committee. 

(c)  Fees,  which  will  be  fixed  by  the  House  Committee, 
will  be  charged  according  to  the  circumstances  of  the  patient, 
and  must  be  paid  to  the  Nurse  as  she  leaves  the  house,  and  she 
will  account  for  them  in  her  record  book  to  the  Matron. 

(d)  The  Nurse  is  not  to  attend  cases  outside  a  three  mile 
radius  of  Malmesbury  except  with  the  permission  of  the  House 
Committee.
